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MEMORANDA. 


Population.—The estimate of population as at 30th September shows that 
the increase during the quarter was 10,340, or at the rate of 23 per 
cent. per annum, the highest since 1891. 


Trade.—The imports during November were valued at £3,356,732, which 
is £693,496 more than the corresponding month of last year. For the 
eleven months there was an increase of £4,482,657, as compared with 
last year. The direct oversea imports during the month amounted 
to £1,494,281, as compared with £1,406,790 in November, 1905. 
During the eleven months there was a falling-off in gold, tea, and 
agricultural implements, while increases were shown in all the other 
articles, but chiefly in metals, machinery, iron and steel, apparel 
and soft-goods. 

The oversea exports for November amounted to £3,581,108, and 
for the eleven months to £26,377,320. The total for the month shows 
a decrease of £186,404, and for the eleven months an increase of 
£6,069,286, compared with the corresponding periods of last year. 
Of the increase during the eleven months, £2,380,531 was in mer- 
chandise, and £3,688,755 in gold. The decrease during November 
was due to the decrease in wool, the export of which has been delayed 
owing to unfavourable weather. During the eleven months there 
were increases in all the principal articles, especially gold, wool, 
skins, frozen meat, and metals. 

Mineral Production.—The gold yield during November was 9,833 oz. 
crude, equal to 8,625 oz. fine, valued at £36,629. During the eleven 
months of 1906 there has been an increase in the value of gold 
produced of £44,280, as compared with the corresponding period of 
last year. 

Prices.—The general index number for November was the highest for the 
year. The index number for pastoral produce was 1,304 ; for metals, 
1,574, a slight increase on October; and for all articles, 1,303. 
During the month prices remained at about the same level as for last 
month. 

Meteorology.—Taking the month as a whole, the rainfall during November 
was good. In nearly all the wheat districts, including the Riverina, 
the falls were above the average. On the coast, however, they were
